A mand His Grace the Duke of Lauderdale, and 
che Right Honourable the Earl of Arlington, 
Principal Secretary of State, to Confer that 
Evening with the Ambaſſador and Miniſter of the ſaid States, to 
Propoſe the Obſeryance of the Two and thirtieth Article of the 
Treaty of Breda, on His Majeſties part, forthe withdrawing the 
Perſons and Goods of all Dutch Subjects which were either found 
here, or at that time were voluntarily coming into His Majeſties 
Ports; Provided His Majeſties Subjects might have the ſame Bene- 
fit of the ſaid Article; Which overture hath been often Renewed 
by the Earl of Arlington to the ſaid Ambaſſzuor. And ir appearing 
now at length, by a Paper from him of the . inſtant (this day read 
at the Board) Thyr the States have conſented to the ſaid Propoſi- 
tion, ang ill ſet at Liberty all His Majeſties Subjects, with their 
Ships and Goods, and that they may return without any Prohi- 


dition, when they ſhal ſee fit. 


His Majeſty hath thought fit to Command and Order the Right 
Honourable His Principal Commiſſioners of Prizes, forthwith to 
cauſe all the Ships, Goods, and Merchandizes that were Seiſed in 
uy of His Majeſties Ports, before the Declaration of the War, 
or which were voluntarily coming in to the ſame, to be forthwith 
kt at Liberty and Diſcharged ( they having remained ſtill untou- 
med , in expectation of what the ſaid States would do in this 
point) In like manner all perſons belonging to the ſaid Ships, 
who are under Detention by reaſon of the War, are to be forth- 
vith ſet at Liberty, with Power to return with their Ships and 
Merchandize, when they ſhall ſee fit, according to the Tenor of 
the ſaid Article; And notice hereof to be given to the Dutch Am- 
lllador, that it may be as ingeniouſly performed on his Maſters 
part as it is now promiſed. And His Majeſties Commiſſioners for 
liz care of Priſoners, are required to take notice hereof, and to 
Ive Obedience accordingly. 


And whereas by another Paper of the 33. inſtant (this day alſo
